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The purpose of this notice is to advise you that the above-identified application 
was mistakenly indicated to have been granted as U.S. Patent No. 6,301,062 on 
October 9, 2001.

* A Notice of Allowance and Issue Fee Due and a Notice of Allowability were 
mailed on March 26, 2001. The issue fee was timely received on June 
26, 2001. No drawings were required by the Notice of Allowability . 

* On October 4, 2001, the Director of Technology Center 2800 withdrew 
the application from issue under the provisions of 37 CFR 1.313 to 
reopen prosecution "due to the unpatentability of one or more claims. * 

* Subsequent to the mailing of the October 4, 2001 notice withdrawing the 
application from issue, a patent number of 6,301,062 and an issue date 
of October 9, 2001 were assigned as a result of the payment of the issue 
fee on June 26, 2001. 

The Group Director has been delegated the authority to withdraw an 
application from issue, including subsequent to payment of the issue fee. 
MPEP 1002.02(c), H 19. Thus, this application was properly withdrawn from 
issue prior to the scheduled issue date of October 9, 2001 by a duly authorized 
official at the USPTO. Accordingly, a patent did not issue to this application on 
October 9, 2001.
